most dangerous power, which no men .should be permitted to cxcrclso In this country. 


If any Taft organs around licre have been appealing for Taft votes because coke has risen in price 


within the past few months, we do not know it; and we suspect the Official Organ of employing the stale 
biiblerl'tige of setting up a man of straw. We quite agree with our contemporary that such an appeal sets a 
iow value on the intelligence of the voters of the coke region. 


Quite as absurd is the inference that the rise in coke' is due to the fact that business expects no dis- 


turbance from politics, not even from the election of ,i Democratic President and a Democratic Congress. 


Hut most preposterous is the assumption that the Connellsyille operators 
have "manipulated" 
the 


market. 


It i* the business of The Weekly Courier to know 'something about the coke trade and after an experi- 


ence of thirty years persons interested are willing to admit that it sometimes speaks with the 
voice of 


authority. It is. prepared to testify that the "dangerous power" referred to by our Democratic contemporary 
lias never rested in the hands of the merchant operators of the Connellsville region. 


In no business in the country has competition been more keen or prices more fluctuating than in the 


Connellsville coke trade; for example, in 1909, when President Taft was inaugurated, the average price of 
Connellsville furnace coke was less than $1.50 per ton; by August it had risen to $1.75; in September, to 
$.:.3O, and during the last two months of the year it averaged $2.85. 
In 3910, it dropped from $2.60 m 


Jr.nuary to $l.So in April and $£.65 in July. During the balance of the year the price hovered around $1.50. 
The present year opened with prices at $1.75. During the next eight months prices advanced to $2.30, the 
average of the term being $2.25. 


it was only during the present month that such fancy prices as $3 to $4 per ton were reported. These 


do not represent the real price of coke, but only extraordinary prices paid for small lots of spot coke during 
a fuel famine period. The bulk of the coke output ot the Connellsville region is selling today at an average 
of nearer $2.50 than $3.50. 


Coke prices rose and fell and rose again during the four years of Taft's administration, but Taft poli- 


cies had absolutely nothing to do with these fluctuations. 
They were due to trade conditions which it is 


generally agreed "were NOT WHOLLY UNINFLUENCED BY SOME OF THE STRENUOUS POLI- 
TICS OF THR PREVIOUS ADMINISTRATION-^ 


The coke trade depends for volume upon the pig ii'on trade, and the latter upon the iron and steel bust- 


ness; hut the prices of coke and pig are not not ahyays regulated by the prices of finished iron and steci, 
chiefly for the renson that the coke producers and the firnacemcn have habitually fought each other and 
themselves in the matter of prices. The ability of the Connellsville merchant coke operators to DEPRESS 
prices has been demonstrated with painful accuracy, and the proof is quite as positive that they have never 
been able to ADVANCE prices at will. The prices of their product are high just now because the demand is 
greater than the supply. When the supply was greater than the demand, last year for example, prices fell to 
profitless planes, and many small operators closed dovfe their plants. 


With the single incidental exception noted, the Connellsville coke trade has not felt the blighting effects 


of political blunders since the Democratic Tariff experiment of 1894, which EXTINGUISHED 
MORE 


THAN HALF TI IF. COKF, OVENS OF THE REGION, CUT THE WAGES OF WORKMEN 
IX Tim SAME PROPORTION AND DROVE THE PRICE OF COKE DOWN TO LESS THAN 
A DOLLAR A TON. 


There wasn't any absurdity about these facts, lo those who were forced to endure their hardships 


they were grim. They are a matter of history; they may not be gainsaid. To borrow the language of the 
Democratic President who urged this Tariff Reform, it was a condition, not a theory, which confronted the 
coke region. 


Noah built his Ark of Safety amid the jeers of the multitude. Some of his neighbors didn't think it 


would rain at all, and all of them thought the shower wouldn't amount to much if it did come. They found 
out their mistake, but it was loo late to remedy it. The Democratic organs tell us that times are good be- 
cause business men have gotten over the Presidential election scare and the industrial interests are not afraid 
of any Tariff revision that may be made.

The improvement in the steel and iron and coke business just now is the logical effect of trade condi- 


tions. It is primarily due to the partial withdrawal from the market for several years prior to 1912 of 
largo consuming interests, prominent among which were the railroads, until their necessities forced them 
to buy the accumulated renewal requirements. This sudden demand upon the producing interests is taxing 
them to their utmost capacity. Not even a Presidential election can change the situation. 
The mills are 


sold up to April ist. No Tariff changes can possibly be effected before midsummer. The boom must last 
until then.

As soon ns the limit of time expired 


God manifested His favor townrd tbe 
Gentiles by sending the Gospel to Cor- 
nelius, a reverential, holy and gener- 
ous Gentile. Since tbrn God's favors 
nro as open to the Gentile ns to tbo 
Jew—"the middle wall of partition" 
fans been "broken down." 


It is from this standpoint that we 


should read tbo Apostle's statement 
that the Gospel of Christ "Is preached 
to every cieature "under heaven." He 
did not mean nor would it have been 
true that the Gospel hnd been pro- 
claimed to all. 
What the Apostle 


meant is that tho Gospel Is now unre- 
stricted, free to bo preached to every 
creature under heaven, no mntrpr what 
his nationality—it li no longer conHned 
to Jews as nt first. Now, •whoever has 
"nn ear to hoar, let him hear" the good 
Message of the Kingdom. Whoever 
hears and has a heart to accept God's 
gracious Massage, let him prcbent Uu 
body a living sacrifice, holy nnd accep- 
table tbrough Christ 
(Romans xli, 1.)
